Mr. J. T. Rogers. of Crotanstown House, 
Curragh. said he had upwards of fiftv horses 
in training, and was a substantial purchaser 
of oats 

In reply to the Chairman. he said he con 
sidered that, owing to the climate. Irish oats 
were not quite drv enough to feed horses in 
training. Canadian oats were exceedingly 
dry, and he found that suitable feeding was 
got by a mixture of two-thirds Irish and 
one-third Canadian oats. 

He found that the normal avantity for 
feeding a horse in training was 14 lh. a day. 
It worked out at that weight for seven days 
each week of the vear. 

Chairman—Supposing there was a tariff put 
on oats. would it affect you adversely ?—-1 
believe it would, a little, but I would be 
pleased to see a little tariff. I ,would not 
mind paving a shilling or two more for oats. 

In reply to further questions by the Chair 
man witness said that the charge for train- 
ing worked out at three or four guineas a 
week. Under an agreement made some years 
ago the charge was fixed at lls. a day 
minimum to cover all expenses. 


IRISH OATS. 


In reply to Mr. Toomey witness said that 
Irish oats were quite good enough for 
hunters. In his own stud farm, too, he never 
used any but Irish oats, but for horses in 
hard training dry oats were absolutely essen- 
tial. 

He admitted that there were seasons when 
he had successfully trained racehorses on 
Irish oats, but the last few vears were bad, 
and he had to get dry Canadian oats. 

He had bought direct from the f 


(“ommission, 


very 


farmers, 
but the difficulty about this was that the 
farmers had not the facilities for cleaning 
and screening oats. 


STACKING REQUIRED. 


He added that the practice of keeping oats 
in stack was not nearly as general now as it 
was twentv years ago. The farmers could 
not afford to let the oats stand for long in 
stack. In England it was a general practice 
to keep the oats in stack and not thresh out 
until the spring. If that could be done here 
it would help to make Irish oats drier. He 
found oats from the South of England just 
as satisfactory as the Canadian oats. 

In reply to Professor Smiddy, witness said 
that there had been a considerable increase 
of recent years in the number of horses in 
training in Ireland, and there was also a great 
increase in the numbers of yearlings exported 
from the country. The reputation of Irish 
horses was growing every year, as the worth 
of Irish horses was being more widely 
recognised, 

Mr. R. More O’Ferrall, Monasterevan, In 
the course of replies to questions put by the 
Chairman, said that he did not use any Im- 
norted oats. He cnly tried three lots of them 
this vear, but they were so bad that he did 
not want to try any more. He had been 
suecessful in obtaining what he required of 
Irish oats. 

Professor Smiddy—It would not bother you 
if no foreign oats were sold? 

Witness replied that it would not. He

SELF-SUPPORTING 
FROM THE FIRST. 


WORK ON HIGH-POWER 
STATION TO BEGIN. 


¢¢ | SHOULD not be surprised if the 

proceedings at the opening ceremony 
of the Wireless Exhibition next year are 
put on the air from the new high-power 
station,” said Mr. M. P. Heffernan, Free 
State Parliamentary Secretary to the De- 
partment of Posts and Telegraphs, when 
formally opening the Wireless and 
Gramaphone Exhibition at the Mansion 
House, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Heffernan, continuing, said—‘‘ Last 
year it was announced that sanction had 
been given to the declared policy of 
establishing a high-power station in the 
Free State. Rumour has been busy, and 
many unfounded statements and reports 
have been circulated. I state quite 
definitely and emphatically that Govern- 
ment policy has not changed as to the 
establishmeut of the station. 

“ It is — that certain delays have 
occurred. This has been due to one cause 
only—the difficulty of obtaining a suitable 
site. To the uninitiated this would seem 
a simple matter, but it is not so. We can 
only aim to get one which has the least 
number of imperfections. 


ADVANTAGES OF DELAY. 


** Inquiries and examinations have now 
virtually been brought to a close, and it is 
hoped that sanction will be obtained very 
shortly for the preliminary work in con- 
nection with the erection of the station. 
The delay has had its advantages. It 
guarantees the latest and the most 
scientific transmission machinery for our 
new station, and thereby postpones the 
obsolescence which takes place so quickly 
in such circumstances.’’ 

Mr. Heffernan said that he recognised 
the obligation cast on _ broadcasting 
authorities in regard to the power of their 
transmission. As things were, there were 
many persons who were unable to hear the 
Dublin station. This position was unfair, 
and it was their duty to remedy the fault 
as quickly and as efficiently as possible. 


NO COST TO TAXPAYER. 


He wished to make it clear that broad- 
casting in the Irish Free State had never 
cost the ordinary taxpayer a penny. It 
was self-supporting from the beginning. 
The financial scheme for the projected 
high-power station was based on similar 
plans, and it was estimated that the full 
capital and annual costs would be defrayed 
from the revenue derived from wireless 
licence duty and import duty on wireless 
apparatus. 

The amateur economists who intend to 
reduce Government expenditure by abolish- 
ing the scheme for a high-power station are 
warned that they are stirring a mare's nest 
which will not be found to hold any golden 
eggs, said Mr. Heffernan. 


DUBLIN PROGRAMMES. 


While not apologising in any way for 
2 RN programmes, Mr. Heffernan said 
that critics must bear in mind when mak- 
ing invidious comparisons that the Free 
State broadcasting had limits as to 
financial resources and talent not imposed 
on neighbouring rivals. 

“ Allowing for these limitations,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘I contend that to an unbiassed 
listener the Dublin programme does not 
need apologies. We have been pioneers in 
many respects. We gave outside broad- 
casts before many of our more ambitious 
rivals. A definite decision as to future 


policy in regard to sponsored programmes | 


had not yet been made.’’ 

It was anticipated, he said, that sanction 
will shortly be obtained for the permanent 
augmentation of the Dublin’ Station 
orchestra, which, because of its size, was 
subject to many disadvantages, and the 
listening public would appreciate this im- 
provement. The extension of the wireless 
trade must largely be among’t the agricul- 
tural community, and it would be well if 
traders vave attention to further reduc- 
tions in price, and to the requirements and 
resources of farmers, whose financial con- 
ditions had altered greatly in recent times. 


INCREASED SALES. 


The Lord Mayor congratulated’ the 
organisers of the Exhibition, and said he 
was gle@ to learn that sales had gone up 
by 50 per cent. within twelve months. 
Everyone who listened without prejudice 
to the Dublin programmes would, he said, 
agree that they have been equal to any 
British or foreign programmes. 

The Organising Committee previously 
entertained the Lord Mayor and Mr.

City Maps. 

A resident in Dublin or Belfast, out of 
his own familiarity with his city, finds it 
difheult to realise how anyone could fail 
easily to make his way to any of the city’s 
notable places or beauty spots. Yet the 
tourist does not find things so easy, and, 
though local guides may be full of in- 
triguing information, and even well sup- 
plied with street maps, if he be not accus- 
tomed to doing so, he finds considerable 
trouble in translating the guide book’s 
recommendations into action. I was talk- 
ing to such a tourist the other day, a 
gentleman whose difficulties were en- 
hanced by. the fact that he was slightly 
deaf, e & ted to me that the 
authorities might well erect in convenient 
places large wall maps and indicators such 
as those by whose aid the London under- 
ground railways have done so much to 
tacilitate the movements of the stranger 
in the city. As a further convenience to 
the visitor, he suggested that tramway 
companies should post in readily 
accessible places information about the 
times of first and last trams to and from 
the various termini. 


An Irish Actor-,Author. 


Whitford Kane, whose memoirs under 
the title of “Are We All Met?” have 
just been published on both sides of the 
Atlantic, is a native of Larne, County 
Antrim—writes a correspondent. He took 
an active part in the Ulster Theatre move- 
ment some twenty-five years ago, and later 
became a member of Miss Horniman’s 
Gaiety Theatre (Manchester) Company. 
He had, early in his career, headed a 
company of his own whith toured Ulster 
in Shakespeare. As a megnber of the Ulster 
Players he created the réle of the Roman 
Catholic farmer in Rutherford Mavyne’s 
“The Troth.’’ He was later selected by

Bi-lingual Officiaidom. 


A letter recently received from South 
Africa House, London, reminds me that 
Ireland is not alone in the possession of 
a bi-lingual officialdom, and also suggests 
a more jogieal procedure that might be 
adopted by our own Stationery Office. As 
everybody is aware, the Free State final 
income tax demands,’ dog licences, post- 
office notices, injunctions not to park 
in prohibited. areas, and Government 
stationery usually have two versions of 
their inspired a printed one above 
the other. The result of this is that the 
fervid and authentic patriot has to squint 
alarmingly to avoid contact with an alien 
tongue. My letter proved that such is not 
so in South Africa. On one side of the 
sheet everything was written and printed 
in perfect English. On the other side of 
the paper, however, the letter head was 
printed in Afrikaans, or South African 
Dutch, and the legend “ Union of South 
Africa’? reappeared as “Ume Van 
Suidafrica’’; and I was introduced to 
the ‘‘ Kantoor van die hoe Kommissaris”’ 
instead of the ‘‘ Office of the High Com- 
missioner.’’ This seems to me much more 
satisfactory, since the most exclusive 
3oer can thus avoid any contact with 
the unfamiliar English tongue. All the 
Dominion’s Government offices and de- 
partments seem determined to keep 
Afrikaans and English apart, and to 
this end the postal authorities have even 
gone to the hath of duplicating every 
issue of stamps, the printing in one case 
being in Dutch and in the other English. 


Commercial Candour. 


One of the most convincing examples of 
commercial candour that I have noticed 
for a long time stared me in the face the 
other day from the counter of a Dublin 
store.

The controversv regarding the fishing | 


on Lough Neagh has attracted consider- 
able attention recently. The Amalgamated 

Transport and General Workers’ Union 
has championed the cause of the fisher- 
men, many of whom have joined the 
organisation, while the Fishery Company, 
which claims the exclusive rights of the 
fishery, has published the terms and con- 
ditions essential to an agreement with the 
men. It will be recalled that in 1911 the 
House of Lords decided the dispute re- 
garding the rights to the fishery in favour 
of the company, and, so long as it keeps 
within the borders of that ruling, its legal 
position cannot be questioned. 

_Efforts have been made, however. from 
time to time to effect a friendly settlement 
acceptable to both sides, and in this move- 
ment Mr. J. Milne Barbour, M.P.. the 
Northern Minister of Commerce. has taken 
a deep interest, endeavouring to bring 
about an agreement. but so far without 
success. here is now a gleam of hope 
that something satisfactory may be done 
A conference has been arranged to be held 
between the company and the fishermen at 
an early date, when the matters in dispute 
will be discussed. The company has 
offered permits for fifty boats. and a claim 
for a larger number will be put forward 
and also for a larger number of hooks per 
boat in line fishing. An amicable arrange- 
ment will be welcomed by all interested in 
the fishery. 


ELECTION PROSPECTS. 


_ A good deal of interest is’ being taken 
in the general election for the Imperial 
Parliament, which is foreshadowed for the 
end of next month. It is not expected that 
there will be much change in the Ulster 
representation, but there is a 
anxiety amongst. the Unionist leaders 
about what will happen in West Belfast 
This Is the constituency held by Mr. W- 
KE.

work ; and directing attention to the unsuit- | 
able aecommodation and the imsanitary con- 

ditions in a number of national schools. 
The Chairman said that the drawbacks to 


a too ext.nsive programme, especially when | 
the subjects were not correlated, was that ity 


did not allow the teachers time to tram 
children in methods of acquiring yet pn ó 
for themselves, that it led to hustle and rush, 
and disturbed the atmosphere of firm calm- 
ness in which teaching should be carried on; 
that it made it difficult for the teacher to 
keep the various subjects and branches of 
subjects in their proper perspective by sub- 
ordinating non-fundamental to cardinal sub- 
jects; that it taxed unduly the memory of the 
child, and did not allow time for assimilation 
of ideas. In many cases the condition of the 
school building intensified the teacher s diffi. 
culty, for many of the buildings were anti- 
quated, badly constructed, badly lighted, and 
had imsafficient accominodation. The bun kd - 
ing, renovation and upkeep of the schools 
should be made a State charge. 


TEACHING OF IRISH. 
Mr. Sean Murphy, Birr, said that the re-

Friday. The period of depression has 
been so long that there may be a 
tendency to hail any straw of comfort, 
but seems that better times 
are ahead. On the other hand, many 
obstacles remain in the path of Lanca- 
shire’s progress. Political boycotts and 
Japanese competition still hamper her 
Indian sales, and hitherto that least cal- 
culable of all currencies—the rupee—has 
moved a little against sterling.

The League of Nations reflects the

They are in 
arrears to a total amount of £560,000. 
the League has not cut 
its coat according to its cloth. Its 
salary list is very large; it has 
launched a grandiose’ building pro- 
gramme; and now it finds that the 
estimated cost of its new palace at 
Geneva—£1.120,000—will be exceeded by 
some £320,000. These disappointments 
and mistakes may be forgiven, perhaps, 
to an organisation whose hopes con- 
sistently outstrip its achievement; but 
another trouble has arisen which must 
shock such idealism as still lingers in our 
battered world. Quis custodiet custodes 
ipsos? International discord rages in 
the temple of international harmony, and 
Geneva’s new Palace of Peace is threatened 
with the Tower of Babel’s fate. It seems 
that the five architects are at loggerheads. 
Every one of them has his own plans for 
the architectural glorification of world 
peace, and no two of them are able to 
agree about anything. At present the 
nature of the central heating system is in 
acute controversy; if the five experts 
cannot come to terms, the outlook for 
delegates to winter sessions of the League 
will be, indeed, chilly. We find some 
comfort in the fact that no Irishman or 
Englishman is a contributor to this tragi- 
comedy; the five architects are Swiss, 
Frenchmen and Italians. According to 
the Geneva Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, not a single British firm has 
received a contract for the League build- 
ing, although Great Britain an: the 
Dominions (including the Irish Free 
State) furnish more than one-quarter of 
the League’s income.

STATEMENTS IN COMMONS. 


The Prime Minister informed  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Kenworthy that he did 
not propose to consider the appointment 
of a Roval Commission to inquire into the 
causes and circumstances of the pressure 
on the London gold market, and its lack 
of support during the month of August. 


AVOIDANCE OF INFLATION. 


Mr. Snowden, replying to Mr. Thorne 
(Labour, Plaistow), said that. Portugal, 
Norway, Sweden and Bolivia had 
temporarily abandoned the gold standard, 
and Denmark had temporarily prohibited 
the export of gold. (Denmark later 
departed from the gold standard). It 
would bewould be premature at present to 
make any stutement as to whether the 
Government had considered the ad- 
visability of reverting to the gold 
standard, since the future policy of this 
country would have to be decided later, in 
the light of existing circumstances, at 
home and abroad. I think it right, he 
observed, to repeat that it is the firm 
determination of the Government to avoid 
any inflationary measures, and too much 
regard should not be paid to temporary 
fluctuations. 

Mr. Snowden added that no negotiations 
were proceeding between the Government 
and other Governments regarding an inter- 
national conference for fixing an interna- 
tional standard of exchange.

PROHIBITIVE MEASURES. 


Colonel Howard Bury (Conservative, 
Chelmsford), asked the Prime Minister 
whether the Government were taking any 
steps to prevent foreigners from gambling 
in the pound sterling and forcing its value 
down in terms of foreign currencies. 

Mr. Snowden replied—The essential 
steps which the Government have already 
taken are to balance our Budget, to set 
our faces against any sort of inflationary 
measures, and to contro] exchange pur- 
chases by persons residents in this 
country. It is not desirable to prevent the 
realisation of sterling by persons at a 
sacrifice if they so desire. As regards 
speculation, persons who sell sterling at 
figures below its intrinsic value are in- 
curring serious risk, and the remedy will 
come quickly when they begin to incur 
losses. In the meantime, it is essential 
that speculation should not be assisted by 
allowing foreigners or their nominees to 
obtain new sterling credits in this country. 
In this connection I welcome the decision 
of the Stock Exchange Committee to limit 
transactions to cash dealings.

in the present emergency. 

The Prime Minister s attitude is believed 
to be that he excludes neither tariffs nor 
anything else in facjng the problems of 
trade and finance that now threaten the 
country, but that the test must be not the 
fulfilment of a party policy, but the best 
interests of the country. 


COMPROMISE NEEDED. 


Tt is suggested that there would be little 


difficulty in reaching agreement among the 


partners in the National Government if, 
on one side. some Conservatives refrained 
from pressing the tariff policy to its full 
limits, and. on the other side, some Libera] 
free traders made a nearer approach to 
what the Conservatives regard as the 
realities of the situation. 

There are a good many politicians, both 
protectionists and free trade, who prefer 
that, if tariffs are to come in the imme- 
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| diate, future, they should be framed by 


the National Government rather than by 
a purely Conservative Government, their 
belief being that public opinion, in these 
circumstances, would feel more assured 
that the real needs of industry were being 
scientifically treated.

One factor in compelling the Irish banks 
to make a change, which would have been 
automatically made last Monday, when 
the Bank of England rate was raised to 
6 per cent., is the decision to render com- 
pulsory all dealings for cash on the Stock 
Exchanges. 

Undoubtedly, when the Irish banks 
décided last Monday not to follow the 
Bank of England's decision to go up to 
6 per cent., they were of opinion that this 
extreme figure would not be maintained. 
It is now apparent, however, that the new 
rate may rule for a considerable time. 
Hence the change made yesterday. 


BUSINESS MAN’S POSITION, 


For the ordinary business men who do 
business with the banks the change is not 
material, as the overdraft rate does not 
change at all times with the Bank rate, 
except when loans are made at 1 per cent. 
or so above Bank rate. 

The raising of the charge on loans on 
Government Stock transferred from 44 per 
cent. to 6 per cent. Is a more significant 
change even than the increase in the Bank 
rate. This rate has always been fixed well 
above the discount rate, but under the 
present conditions the abnormal increase 
is not surprising. 


HOW DEPOSITORS STAND. 


Depositors have no reason to complain 
of the allowances fixed vesterday. £2,000 
and over now gets 4 per cent. and £500 
and under £2,000 34 per cent.

RUMOUR BUSY IN 
DUBLIN. 


CUT YET TAKEN. 


BUDGET-BALANCING 
DIFFICULTIES. 


By Oor Po.rricaL CoRRESPONDENT. 

RR some time past rumours have been 

in circulation to the effect that ihe 
Free State Government contemplate all- 
round reductions in the salaries of civil 
servants and other persons employed by 
the State. One report definitely fixes the 
reduction at ten per cent., and suggests 
that, in addition to the classes :lready 
indicated, members of the Government, 
the Senate and the Dail would be 
included. 

Inquires in authoritative quarters yes. 
terday elicited information which neither 
completely denies nor confirms these 
rumours. 

ECONOMY EVERYWHERE. 

The position, when explained, is 
altogether understandable. The Free State 
Government is consistently economical in 
its administration. The Finance -Depart- 
ment is constantly on the look-out for 
instances where economies can be effected. 
Almost every month circulars go out to 
heads of departments urging economies, 
and in the latest circular emphasis was 
laid on the necessity for economy in every 
direction. 

When the crisis in Great Britain became 
acute, following the publication of the 
May Report and the decision to ' cut” 
the -salaries of officials in the public 
services by ten per cent., it was generally 
thought that the Free State Government 
would do likewise. Whether this was con- 
templated or not is beside the question ; for 


departure of Great Britain from the gold 
standard, and the fact that the Free State 
currenc, i» linked with British currency, 
has brought about a situation in which 
decisions based on previously existing con- 
ditions are of little account. 
that at the moment it 1s quite impossible 
to suggest, even approximately, what steps 
the Government may be obliged to take. 


NO DRASTIC STEPS. 


It is possible, however, to say definitely 

that no such drastic measures as those 
indicated have been considered by the 
Government, and, in fact, could not use- 
fully be considered until the situation 
has further developed, and the world 
influencer at present at work have shown 
a disposition towards stability. 
It can be said also, that in any 
cuts’’ which may ultimately be- 
come necessary, the Civic Guard, who 
have in recent years suffered both in 
pay and allowances, will not be in- 
cluded. 

Neither will anything be done which 
would be likely to impair the efficiency 
of the Army. In regard to the Army, 
it is probable that in costs of adminis- 
tration and the disposition of the 
general staffs, efforts will be made to 
effect economies, but not in the rank 


sé 


and file. 

With regard to the teachers, it is 
probable that they will not be 
altovether immune, but they need 
have no fear of suffering to the 
extent of 10 per cent., as suggested. 


BALANCING THE BUDGET. 

Much will depend on the recommenda- 
tions of the Economy Committee. This 
bodv, which is presided over by Mr. M. 
Heffernan, T.D., Parliamentary Secretary 


to the Department of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, was set up so far back as 1927. 
It has made suggestions and recommenda 
tions from time to time, many of which 
have been acted upon, and its suggestions, 
in the light of the new state of affairs, 
will, no doubt, influence any decisions 
which have to be taken. This committee 
has been very active of late. 

The big question for the Government is, 
of course, to secure a balanced Budget. 
This year problems of unusual difficulty 
are apprehended, and as only half the 
financial vear has yet passed, it is impos- 
sible to estimate what these problems 
ultimately will be like. For one thing, 
it is known that 

under the head of Excise a very big 
drop is certain. According to the 
latest returns, this drop already 
stands at close on three-quarters of a 
million pounds. 

BREWERY EXPORTS. 

This is due to a falling off in brew- 
ing for export during the past six 
months. From other sources of revenue 
there has been a substantial falling off, 
but it is the experience of past years 
that as the end of the financial year 
approaches there is a greater inflow from 
various sources. With the unprecedented 
situation now existing, any attempt to 
forecast what the position will be six 
months hence would be futile. 

While it is admitted that with a moderate 
fall in sterling—with the pound stabilised 
at about 15s. or 16s.—the immediate effect 
on the Irish Free State would be generally 
advantageous, it would be very different 
if Great Britain established a system of 
tariffs. Such tariffs would, no doubt, 
apply to all finished articles, and presum- 
ably would affect agricultural — ex- 
ported from the Free State. They might 
also include exported beer. If this was 
listed as a finished article, liable to a 
tariff, the effect would be serious. Of 
course, it might be found possible to ease 
such a situation by an arrangement be- 
tween the Free State and Great Britain in 
regard to the several tariffs imposed by 
the Free State, all of which affect the 
entrance of British products to this 
country. 

It is very unlikely that the Govern- 
ment will be able to say, even when the 
Dail meets a fortnight hence, what steps, 
if any, it will be necessary to take to 
meet the situation.

PROFITABLE PIG-REARING. 


a a K3 — 


By Oun Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 


a previous article I narrated a con- 

versation that | had with a County 
Cork agriculturist, who took a cheerfu! 
view of the farming situation in the Free 
State. On leaving him I visited a youn, 
pig breeder in the same county, who, since 
the war, has bought about fifty acres of 
land, on which he keeps up to four 
hundred pigs, as well as eighteen head cf 
cattle and a number of poultry. 

Making use of the pig manure, he grows 
all the food necessary for the cattle, ex 
cept for the concentrated food, which has 
to be bought during the winter, and feeds 
the separated milk to the pigs, though 
other pig food has to be bought. Any 
hardships that farmers might be suffering 
from he was inclined to attribute to their 
own lack of enterprise. 

“The idea has always prevailed,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ that the type of farming practised 
should be regulated by the locality and the 
character of the inhabitants. It has 
never occurred to them that they should 
also consider markets. 

“This is not by any means a had time 
for pigs because of the very low prices 
for feeding. Of course, pig prices are also 
low: but I would rather have both costs 
and returns low than both high, as it 
exposes me to less risk of a heavy loss ‘n 
the event of any of the animals dvwin", 
and, while the rate of profit is corres- 
pondingly low, I can increase that by in- 
creasing my stock.’’ 


PRODUCTION AND PRICES. 
He showed me a graph which he has 


kept for nearly two vears of his costs »f 
production and the prices he obtains for 
stock, with the margin of profit clearly 
shown: While the profit is lower now 
than for a great part of the precedinz 
period. the margin has been much more 
consistent for the last few months than 
it was a vear ago, and he told me that 
he thonght the tendency to decline would 
very shortly. be checked. 

‘If the cost of production rose above 
the prices for sales.” he said, “ and re- 
mained so for about six months. I would 
sell all the pigs except for a nucleus c! 
sows, and buy a few more cattle. Cattle 
do not vield any profit now. except for the 
sale of new milk, but, at least. I wonld 
not stand to lose anything during the 
interval that elapsed before pigs began to 
pay again. I would not go on producing 
at a loss, as so many other farmers com 
plain that they are doing. 


EXPORTS THAT PAY. 


This farmer makes his business pay, he 
told me, because he sends his pigs to 
Birmingham, instead of selling them to 
the local bacon factories. ‘* Even with 
the cost of freightage and other losses,’’ 
he said, “it pays me to send them to 
Birmingham, where they pay about ten 
shillings a hundredweight more than they 
do in Cork, although Cork demands 
leaner pigs, which cost more to breed. I 
have told the Cork beyers that |! will 
breed lean pigs for them if they will pay 
five or six shillings a hundredweight more 
for them than Birmingham pays for fat 
pigs, but they reply that they cannot pay 
the prices that Birmingham pays.” 

I asked why Birmingham was able to 


pay more than the Irish factories, and he | 


said that he could only suggest that the 
Birmingham bacon factories cut out the 
fatter parts aud sold them for pork. 

“ When other farmers complain about 
the competition of cheap foreign oats and 
maire,” he added, ' why do not they 
stop growing them for the time and take 
to pigs, so getting the benetit, as I do? 
Birmingham is clamouring for more pigs 
than it can get. 


MORE FROM THE LAND. 


‘And those who are complaining that 
profits are too small, could increase them 
by getting more out of their land. Most 
of the land here 1s under-eultivated. It 
is worth my while to keep eighteen cows 
on about a dozen acres, and yet I know a 
man with over a hundred acres—richer 
land than mine—who keeps only the same 
number of cattle on it, and grumbles that 
they do not pay. They will not entertain 
the idea of selling any of their land, 
though they say that they are losing on 
it; vet if they did sell part of it, they 
could cultivate the remainder more inten- 
sively without extra cost. 

‘They could also go in for other crops 
—green vegetables, for instance.” 

I remarked that I had been told by 
farmers that the profits on green vege- 
tables all went to dealers. 

“ That,” he replied, ‘‘is not my ex- 
perience. I have received from dealers 
sixpence a head for cauliflowers, which 
they have retailed at sevenpence-half- 
penny. At the top of the season I have 
sold peas to them in bulk at twopence a 
pint, and they have retailed them in small 
quantities at threepence. That does not 
look as if I have been robbed. But it is 
esential, if the grower is to make a profit, 
that he should use intelligence and sell 
at the right time. With cabbages, for 
instance, I have taken spring cabbages 
which I had planted early to a dealer and 
got high prices for them, but if I had 
planted them a fortnight later they would 
not have been ready until everybody had 
cabbages ready to cut in their own 
gardens, and then the retailers would 
hardly have looked at them. 


IDLE BANK BALANCES. 


‘‘ Poultry are another good line. My 
own poultry give a larger ratio of profit 
than anything else that I have. 

“ Warmers. as a class, he added, “ are 
too nervous about spending money. They 
carry large bank deposits, which they 
never touch, and which bring them in 
one and a quarter per cent., while the 
money might be earning about fifteen per 
cent., if properly applied, on their land. 
Personally, I nearly always run on an 
overdraft at the bank, as I find that it 
pays me to do so.” 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


-. 


FARMING IN WEXFORD. 


In order to hear the other side of the 
story, after the glowing accounts I had 
received in Cork, I could not have done 
better than I did in going on to Wexford. 
Is there a single optimist among the 
farmers of Wexford? I doubt it. Yet 
farming in the County Wexford, as a 
rule, is of the mixed variety, and the 
farmers utiliee their crops for their own 
needs instead of selling them, thus ful- 


filling to the letter the conditions which | speatine News

one man in Cork had set out to me as 
the secret of successful farming. It can 
hardly be that what is the right method 
in the County Cork is the wrong method 
in the County Wexford. 

I arrived in the town of Wexford on a 
Saturday, when large numbers of farmers 
had come in from the country, and as I 
talked with them I heard '' hard-luck ”’ 
stories everywhere ; authenticated instances 
of farmers who had been forced to stop 
expenditure on their children's education, 
who had had to realise on investments in 
order to keep their farms going—one old 
larmer who had once possessed consider- 
able reserves of private means told me 
that these were fast dwindling, as he had 
had to sell a thousand pounds’ worth of 
investments recently—and even cases of 
farmers who could not buy sufficient 
nourishment. i 


LAYING THE BLAME, 


And yet, in spite of all this, I could not 
discover a case of actua] bankruptey—that 
was always spoken of as a menace that 
loomed ahead, thouch dangerously near. 
Some railed against the Government. de- 
claring that a great deal of the monev 
which was spent on officials at home and 
Ministers abroad could be better used to 
assist agriculture. Most of them, how- 
ever, confined their demands to tariffs and 
complete de-rating. : 

Rightly or wrongly, the retailer came in 
for considerable blame. 

' When we were getting 20s.a cwt. more 
for fat cattle than we are now.” said one 
man, '“' the retatl price of beef was just the 
saine. The local butchers buy beef at 
sevenpence a pound, and the choice cuts 
are sold by them at ls. 2d. Of course, 
they don't get that for all they sell, but. 
taking everything into consideration. the 
margin is not fair.” 


LOCAL CONDITIONS, 


“á had a full discussion on loca! condi 
tions with Mr. M. Doyle, one of the best 
known agriculturists in the county. an 
elderly man who still works on his farm. 
with five labourers, who has been a member 
of his County Council since its inaugura- 
tion and has sat in the Dail for six vears. 
It would be difficult to find a man 
with a fuller understanding of not only 
his own difficulties, but those of his 
neighbours as well. 


“The situation,’’ he assured me. “is 
not being in any way exaggerated. ‘Vith 
prices as they are at present no farmer 
ican pay his way, and it is difficult to get 
help from the banks to carry on. I do 
not know of any bankruptcies yet, but I 
am sure some will have to get that pro- 
tection soon if conditions do not change. 

' For most of them the standard of 
living is all right, he admitted; ‘ but 
for some it has had to fall con- 
siderably. I know of actual cases where 


they are living on a starvation diet—I 
have had details of their budgets, and 
they are appalling. Food is no dearer 
than it was before the war, but clothes 
and boots and hardware are very much 
dearer. 


LIVING ON DEPOSITS. 


“ Where farmers are still living com- 
fortably it is because they have been 
thrifty in the past, and now have deposits 
to help them. It is impossible to make 
ends meet on the returns they are getting 
to-day. Even in the best of times farmers 
were not getting very large profits. I 
never knew of one who made a fortune. 

‘“ Then, rates are up 150 per cent. I 
remember when I used to pay tota! rates 


for my land of about £20. To-day, for 
the same land, they are over £50, and, 
if it were not for the £750,000 which was 
granted for rate relief in the last Budget, 
they would be touching £60 or £70. There 


| 


should be full de-rating of agricultural 


lands. 
Mr. Dovle mentioned that Ín a couple 
of cases portions of farms had been 


disposed of by the owners recently. 


MORE CULTIVATION, 


In reply to a question, he agreed that, 
with more intensive cultivation, the farms 
of County Wexford could be made to yield 
greater returns. I asked if there was any- 
thing to prevent the farmers from taking 
advantage of the fact. 

“ Yes,” he said, ‘‘they would be pre- 
vented by their inability to purchase the 
additional machinery and manures which 
would be necessary. 

“ But could they not get loans from the 
Agricultural Credits Corporation?” 

‘The loans would have to be paid back 
in annuities, with six per cent. interest, 
and the farmers’ receipts would not be 
great enough to do it on.” 

“é But.” I insisted, “ suppose they sold 
part of the farm to get the capital for new 
machinery and manures,in order to get 
more out of the land than was left?” 

“ With prices as they are,” was the 
reply, “what return could they hope to 
get on their capital?” 

I told Mr. Doyle of the results of my 
inquiries in Cork, and he was surprised— 
even incredulous, it seemed to me. When 
I remarked that successes there had been 
attributed to the up-to-date methods em- 
ployed, he said: “ In what way are they 
more up-to-date than we are? We use the 
most modern methods.

MAN BEATEN WITH A 
RIFLE. 


From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 


KELLS, Monday. 

SENSATIONAL affair occurred at 
Dervor, about six miles from Kells, 
County Meath, lust night, a a result of 
which a small landholder, Thomas Mullen, 
is now lying injured in Navan Hospital. 
I visited the place to-day and had an 
interview with the occupants of the house. 


NEPHEW’S STATEMENT. 


Owen Mullen, a young man, stated: 
“ At about midnight on Sunday three men 
came to the house. We were all in bed. 
The three men’ were disguised. They had 
white cloths over their faces with holes for 
their eyes. They also had a kind of 
netting on tkeir heads, and wore black 
overcoats. 

“The door was not locked, being merely 
on the latch. They pushed it open 
violently and made for the bed where my 
uncle was sleeping. They shouted ‘ Put 
them up. : 

“I got up and saw that one man was 
carrying a rifle ; another had a pistol, and 
the third seemed to be unarmed. 

“They told me to turn round and tried 
to twist my hands. I resisted, and two of 
them held on to me. In the meantime the 
other man was beating my uncle with the 
rifle on the head.” 

Proceeding, he told how he got loose 
from the men and went to the assistance 
of his uncle. 


WOMAN'S EXPERIENCE. 


At this stage Anne Mullen, sister of 
Thomas Mullen, came on the scene. Her 
face showed a number of severe bruises 
and one eye was blackened. She ex- 
plained how she was sleeping in the loft 
when she heard the racket and got up at 
once. 

“ When I was coming down,” she said, 
“they broke the stairway under me and I 
fell. That is how I got the black eye.’’ 

Proceeding, she said that she shouted 
for help for all she wes worth. 

“I also shouted,’’ she declared, ‘‘ were 
they going to commit murder.” 


RIFLEMAN DISARMED. 


She told how in a tussle she and Owen 
caught the gun and wrenched it out of the 
mans hand. The three men then 
appeared to get frightened and ran away. 

“ Before they did so, said Owen 
Mullen, pointing to a broken tooth, “ the 
man with the pistol did that.’’ 

Owen explained how he went out to call 
the Civic Guard and stopped a motor car 
coming from the football match. He 
told the occupants of the car, and they 
reported the matter to the Civic Guard at 
Virginia, who telephoned to the Kells 
Guards. Guards from Kells arrived on 
the scene at about one o'clock, and the 
injured man was subsequently conveyed 
to hospital. 


NO ARRESTS. 


A strong force of Guards has since been 
searching the countryside. None of the 
family can give any reason for the out- 
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t was learned upon inguiry Írom the 
Kells Civic Guard last night that Thomas 
Mullen is progressing favourably. As yet 
no arrests have been made in connection 
with the affair.

EFFORT TO KEEP TRADE 
“IN THE FAMILY.” 
The New Zealand Dairy Produce Board 


has wsued the following statement :— 

“With the prospect of some diminu- 
tion vf foreign imports following the 
departure from the gold standard, we 
desire to assure the public that New 
Zealand will make an ‘unprecedented 
effort to increase supplies of food to the 
Home market, so that any reduction of 
foreign supplies will be reflected in an 
increase in Empire trade, without result- 
ing in high prices. 

“Cabled advices received this week 
from the Dominion indicate ‘that still 
another record will be aclrieved during 
the dairying season just beginning, our 
producers, who in three years have in- 
creased by 50 per cent. their output of 
butter, supplying even larger quantities 
to the Home market. 

NO CONTROL. 

“In regard to prices, it should be 
hardly necessary to assure the public 
that absolutely no control is exercised 
by the New Zealand Dairy Produce in 
Britain, and supplies are placed on the 
open market as they come to hand. It 
is common knowledge that during the 
last eighteen months there has been a 
very big fall in the price of butter as a 
whole, owing to the rapid expansion in 
the Empire dairying industry, and a 
further substantial increase in the 
supplies from Dominion sources shonld 
counteract the effect of anv contraction 
in the quantities sent from foreign 
countries. . 

“Tf, as a result of the present economic 
situation, the Empire conimands a larger 
share ‘of the ‘butter and cheese trade, it 
should prove of the utmost benefit to 
British mauufacturers, since the buying 
capacity of the Dominions will be in- 
creased. New Zealand is already the 
Jargest buyer per capita of British goods. 
and Jast year her purchases per head 
amounted to £12 Is. 2d.. as compared 
with £1 12s. 114. per head by Swetten. 
£2 18s. 3d. per head by Denmark, £4 
its. 8d. per head by Norway, £2 7s. 10d. 
per head hy Netherlands. and only 104. 
per head ‘by the Soviet Union—to men- 
tion only a few countries which export 
vast quantities of dairy produce to Great 
Britain 

‘ By the end of November thirty-five 
ships of the ‘Empire Butter Fleet’ wil) 
have sailed for Great Britain from New 
Zealand ;ports alone, and there is every 
indication that we shall be able to 
maititain throughout ‘the winter and early 
summer a monthly supply of 220.600 
ewts. of butter. and reach a total for the 
soason of 1,890.000 cwts.. while we shal!

explained that France and Germany are 
agreed to try jointly to overcome the 
present crisis by appointing a Franco- 
German Economic Commission, on which 
will sit representatives of both Govern- 
ments, business leaders, and representa- 


tives of Labour. 
PERMANENT SECRETARIAT. 


The work of the Commission will be 
assisted by a permanent secretariat, which 
will meet either in Germany or France, as 
is found desirable. It will consider all 
economic problems affecting the two 
countries, while not forgetting the 
interests of third parties. | 

The agreement is not directed 
against any other country. as the 
work of the Commission will be to 
seck new means of disposing of each 
country’s products without raising 
tariff barriers. ! 

M. Laval and M. Briand made their 
official call on President Hindenburg this 
morning. They then motored to Cladow 
and lunched on the shore. of the Havel 
Lakes, near Potsdam, with Dr. Bruning 
and Dr. Curtius. In the afternoon the 
conference was resumed, and the details of 
the schemes discussed are to be left to the 
Economic Commission, which is expected 
to begin work in the middle of October. 


BETTER UNDERSTANDING. 

At the conclusion of to-day’s discussions 
M. Laval, the French Premier, expressed 
his satisfaction at the reception he and 
his colleagues had had in Germany—not 
only in Official quarters and from the

CREW FORCED TO TAKE 
TO DINGHY. 

The motor fishing boat, Marie Rosaleen, 
took fire on the fishing grounds in Bray Bay 
yesterday evening and burned to the water's 
edye. 

The crew of three—John Fitzpatrick, 9 
Pembroke street, Irishtown, master; Frank 
Sheridan, 96 Stella Gardens, Irislitown, and 
John Waddick, 3 Chapel avenue, Irishtown, 
escaped without serious injury. 

The scene of ‘the fire is about two miles 
to the eastward of Bray Esplanade. Shortly 
after four o'clock the attention of people on 
tne promenade was attracted by flames, which 
suddenly shot up from the yawl. The alarm 
was raiséd, and three hoats put off to ‘the 
rescue. 

On arrival they found that the crew of 
the Marie Rosaleen had already taken to 
their small dingiry. It was at once appatent 
that any effort to save ‘the burning boat 
would ‘be wasted, but the boat's trawl, which 
hwd been thrown overboard, was picked up. 

Mr. Pitapatrick, who was ‘in charge of the 
Marie Rosaleen, said that they left for the 
fishing grounds iat 12.30, aud started fishing 
a few minutes béfore three o'clock. 
When they were about to haul up the 
trawl he went to attend to the engine, and 
he had no sooner left it than he saw a flame 
shoot out of the engine room. He returned. 
and godt hold of the fire extinguisher, but 
its contents had no effect on the flames., 

‘We endeavovred to fight the flames 
with water then,” he coritinued, “ but this 
was also useless. We stood by as long as 
we possibly could, until eventually we had 
to take to our small boat.’ 

The boat was burning for 
hours. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick received a burn to his 
arm when attempting to put out the fire.

if the Committee would receive a deputation 
on the subject. 

It was decided that the deputation would 
be received at the next mecting. 


SCHEMES IN HAND. 

In a progress ¥eport, the Deputy City 
Manager notified that the 641 four-room 
houses on the first section of the Cabra area 
are now practically complete—422 being 
already occupied, and that tenants are being 
selected, for the remainder; . that Messrs. 
Beckett will be in a position to hand over 
the 88 houses included in their contract on 
the first section of the Marrowbone lane area 
within the next four weeks; that the erection 
of the 129 three-room cottages, eight two- 
room cottages, and the reconstruction of 
eight three-room cottag?s on the second 
section of Marrowbone lane (at present iu 
the hands of Messrs. G. and T. we 
are rapidly proceeding, and that the work 
is due for completion in July next. 

He also reported that the plans for the 
298 flats proposed to be erected on the 
Hanover street area are at present in the 
hands of the Ministrv for Local Government 
and Public Health, and now that the latest 
information with regard to building cost is 
available, as disclosed by Messrs. Martin s 
tender for Mary's lane, the conference be- 
tween the special sub-committee appointed 
to confer with the representatives of the 
Ministry and the technical advisers of the 
Corporation had been fixed for an early day 
next week, when opportunity will be taken 
to have standards fixed with regard to detail 
planning, elevational treatment, and density 
per acre, etc., for guidance in connection 
with the preparation of this and fuature 
schemes for all central areas. This arrange- 
nretit has been adopted so that when the 
statutory procedure and public inquiry into 
the petition for provisional order have been 
complied with, the plans and other contract 
‘iocuments icr the Hanover street area will 
be ready for the invitation of tenders. 


OTHER AREAS. 

The Deputy City Manager also reported 
that the City Engmmeer had furnished surveys 
for the areas in Cook street, Townsend street, 
Glorney’s Buildings and-Newfoundland street, 
and that the preparation of lay-out and house 
plans would be undertaken as soon as the 
City Architect is made aware of the standards 
to be adopted, as a result of the forthcoming 
conterence between the Ministry and the re- 
presentatives of the Corporation.

IRISH POTATOES IN 
LIVERPOOL. 
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PURCHASER'S CLAIM 
FOR DAMAGES.

LIVERPOOL, Monday. 

The condition of part of a consignment 
of two hundred bags of Irish potatoes sold 
at Liverpool resulted in a claim for 
damages for breach of warranty at the 
Liverpool County Court to-day. 

Unable to get supplies for his fish and 
chip business in Bangor, North Wales, 
from that district, John William Jones, 
in July last, travelled sixty miles to 
Liverpool and botght ten bags of Irish 
potatoes from John PD. Rawline, Ltd., 
produce merchants. . When the potatoes 
arrived at Bangor three days later they 
were condemned by the sanitary inspector 
as unfit even for pig food, and were de- 
stroyed. 

For the defendants it was urged that 
no other complaints had been reteived 
concerning the quality of the Trish 
potatoes, and that it might have been 
to someone’s advantage to change the 
potatoes during the journey from Liver- 
pool to Bangor. 

The plaintiff was uwerded £5 damages.

Scarcity. 


2) NATURE'S 
SHORTCOMINGS. 


' We ate just ending the period of 

the year when mushrooms are usually 

plentiful, yetythis year they have been re- 
markable their scarcity. 

The season has been a bad one. In 

ordinary years mushrooms become abundant 


N ATURE has not been doing her work. 


in the fields from towards the end of August, 


and continue in plenty until the end of Sep 
tember. The weather that has prevailed, 
however, has been altogether unfavourable to 
their growth. The mushroom must have 
moisture and it must have heat, and misty 
mornings, with a warm air, that are a 
feature of the late summer, are specially con- 
ducive to growth; but all this September the 
atmosphere has been chill, and thus has been 
caused the remarkable scarcity. 
TOADSTOOLS INSTEAD. 

Suppliers tell that even when they did en- 
deavour. to meet demands, consumers com- 
plained that they received many toadstools in 
their consignments. 

It is stated that the scarcity has not in- 
creased pricés because of the full supplies of 
forced or hothouse mushrooms. Field mush- 
rooms were sold from Is. to ls. 6d. per 
punnet, which would be about six ounces 
weight were they sold that way, while the 
forced mushroom has been selling at from 
4s. 6d. to 6s. per Ib. 

The forced mushroom trade is well 
organised, and supplies are regular for the 
most part of the year. 

NO INCREASE IN PRICES. 

It was stated by a man in a large way of 
business in the vegetable trade that one of 
the reasons why mushrooms did not go up in 
price in this period of scarcity was that, the 
mushroom being of the luxury type im 
edibles, and people in these anomalous times 
having taken to the habit of cutting down 
luxuries, the demand for mushrooms fell off 
to the extent that prices remained normal. 

One of the principal greengrocers in Dublin 
stated that he had not seen a field mushroom 
in his shop this season.

RAILWAYS. 


WATERFORD PLEA 
FOR HELP. 


FREEDOM ENJOYED BY 
THE OMNIBUSES.

WATERFORD, Monday. 
STRONG plea for the railways in the 
A Free State was made by Mr. M. 
Cassin, ex-President of the Waterford 
Chamber of Commerce, at the statutory 
general meeting of that body to-day. 

The matter arose out of a discussion on the 
proposed closing of the Waterford and 
Tramore line, which the President of the 
Chamber, Mr. W. C. Mercer, said was a 
serious matter for the business people of 
Waterford and Tramore. 

Mr. Mercer said that it was hard to get to 
the bottom of the fact as to whether the rarl- 
way company proposed to close the local line 
during the winter, bat he did not think that 
they would do so this year, as they had 
already issued the wimter time-tabie. 


ZOSING MONEY. 

Mr. Cassin, dealing with the _ railway 
question in general, said that it was common 
knowledce that the railways of the Free State 
were not paying, and were in the invidious 
position of losing money. They must look 
ahead farther than the Tramore lme in regard 
to the Irish railways, and see what policy 
could he adopted to keep the railways m 
every part of the Free State open. They 
were aware that the railway companies had 
closed down times m some parts of ihe Free 
State, because they could not continue run- 
ning at a Joss. Railway companies had to 
build and repair lines of rail, and to main. 
tain a big staff. Road compamies, with whom 
they were in competition, could use the roads 
maintained ‘by the ratepayers, and were 
under no obhgation to the public, except in 
so; far as what He would call third-party risk. 
They could take what they hked, and refuse 
what they liked, and could start or stop 
where they pleased. 

The railway companies, on the other hand, 
must accept merchandise of 1,000 tons or a 
parcel of 1lb. weight if offered, because they 
were bound by statutory regulations in that 
respect, 

here must. he said, be some co-ordination 
between road and rail traffic for the benefit 
of the public at larce, and the only means 
of effecting that was by the formation of a 
strong pubhe opimon. 

Mr. W. E. Jacob said that the time was 
rapidly approaching when road transport 
would have to be put under some form of 
legislative control. ;

A PROTEST AGAINST CLOSING.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Monday.

down of the Cavan and Leitrim section of the

meeting considered that the closing of this 
line would have a most injurious. effect on the 
development of the Arigna mining industry. 
It would also impose increased taxation on 
the ratepayers as a result of the diminution 
of the present taxable value, and further im- 
pose an increased cost regarding the transit 
of cattle and heavy goods, and displace a 
large number of workers.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

HERE was & big attendance of members 
£ of all parties in the House of Commons 
this « Peesbebn in expectation that the 
Prime Minister would make a statement “e- 
garding a possible general election. It be- 
came apparent, however, when Mi. Hender- 
son put a question on the course of business, 


that there would-be no sensation. The 
Prime Minister said that if Mr. Henderson 
would repeat the question on Wednesday lie 
would be in a position to give him a definite 
reply. 

The Prime Minister, in answer to a ques- 
Lion. said that the Government was in daily 
toach with imperters, manufacturers, whole- 
salers und retailers of the staple articles of 
food, and they had mee their desire 
to co-operate im preventing exploitation of 
the present sitvation, and were giving 
valuable assistance. In view of that he 
hoped that there would be no outbreak of 
exploitation, but, if necessity should arise, 
the Goverament would not hesitate to seek 
adequate powers.

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFIT. 


When the Economy Bill was further con- 
sidered in Committee, Mr. Shinwell resumed 
the debate on Mr. T. Johnston’s amendment 
to mer i unemployment insurance from tlie 
proposed ‘“‘cuts.”” The Labour Party, he 
said, objected to all the '“ cuts,” but no 
“out ” was so deeply resented by t 
workers as the unemployment benefit “ cut.” 
Tt afiected, not a few thousand, but a vast 
mass of the population. It was false 
economy. 

Mr. Harris (Liberal member for Bethnal 
treen) said that even though the proposed 
‘out’ decreased the purchasing power of 
the people affected, it might be safer to 
keep the present Government in office. It 
would be quite another story, however, if 
tariffs were imposed, because they would add 
still further to the cost of living, and it be- 
hoved all Liberals who were still Free Traders 
to obtain an assurance from the Prime 
Minister that it was not his intention to 
lake such a course. 

Two Bristol members who followed ap- 
proached the subject from widely divergent 
standpoints While Mr. Alpass (Labour) 
characterised the Government’s proposals as 
inhuman, monstrous, unjust and wastefnl, 
Mr. Culverwell, who sits as Conservative 
for Bristol Vest, contested the argument 
that it was the object of unemployment 
ienefit to secure fall maintenance. lt was 
intended as a subsistence, and all the talk 
about purchasing-power was quite beside 
the point. 

Mr. H. F. Owen (Liberal, Hereford) 
taunted Liberal Ministers with having sub- 
scribed to a reversal of the gwd with 
regard te unemployment on which they were 
returned to Parliament. 

When shortly after o'clock Sir 
Ilenry Betterton rose to reply Mr. 
Scrymgeout, the Independent member for 
Jeundee, intervened with the complaint that 
le had not been given an opportenity for 
calling attention to the ttate of affairs im 
hia constiiaency, where the proposals of the 
Covernment had given rise to riots, 


COST OF LIVING. 


Sir Henry Betterton, ignoring the interrup- 
tion, referred to the criticisms of the Prime 
Minister's broadcast speech, in which he

stated that even after the proposed “cut in un- 
employment benefit, the reveipients would be 
better off than thev were in 1930 as a result 
of the fall in the cost of living. It had been 
argued that mo allowance had been made for 


| the increase of rents through decontrol, but 


his reply to that was that since 1928 decon- 
trolled rents had been taken into account. 
He did not, however, regard the present 
method of fixing the cost of living as 
sacrosanct, and he was looking into it. The 
amounts required to-day to give the same 
purchasing power as in 1924 would be 15s. 3d. 
for a single man, 12s. 83d. for a single woman, 
and 22s. 11d. for a man with wife and two 
children. Under the present proposals 18s. 
would be given for a single man, or six per 
cent. more than the 16s. given in the case of 
a single woman in 1924, and 19 per cent. more 
than the 27s. given for a man and wife and 
two children in the same year. 

Mr. Scrymgeour, who spoke amid consider- 
able interruption, said that the Prime Minister 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
deliberately played the game until it suited 
them to dish the Labour Party and go over 
to the enemy. 

On a division the amendment was rejected 
by 296 votes to 243. Government majority, 53. 

An amendment, moved by Mr. Parkinson, 
to omit the provision for economy “ cuis” 
in regard to road schemes in Pybus, the 
Minister of Transport said that he had to 
reduce the anticipated expenditure of the 
Road Fund by nearly eight millions, and. in 
addition, he was required to effect consider- 
able savings in the coming financial vear. 
As a result of economies which local anthori- 
ties would be able to make it was believed 
that seven millions could be saved. 

The amendment was rejected, and the Com- 
mittee stage was concluded.

FARMING IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


(Continued from Page 7, Column 7.) 
EFFECTS OF THE WEATHER. 


“The weather,” he declared, “ has 
aggravated the position here. It has been 
very unfavourable this year, and it has 
made it necessary to employ more men, 
because there have been times when work 
could only be carried out on three days 
out of six. If we had had a summer with 
less rain things might have been a bit 
more hopeful. ° 

‘‘ But the chief cause is the extremely 
low price for every kind of produce. There 
18 a horse-breeding industry in this 
county, but that trade has gone. There is 
no demand for. horses now, except troop 
horses. A couple of foreign Governments 
have been buying those in the last few 
months, but the price is low—only about 

Around Enniscorthy there is a 
barley growing district, and that is doing 
badly. 

‘There are no creameries here, but in 
the summer a certain amount of butter 
is sold in the towns and seaside places. 
In the winter, however, there is very little 
produced. The restrictions on butter ex- 
porting, which allow only licensed under. 
takings to export, has caused great hard- 
ship to those farmers who had a market 
across the water, many of whom were pro- 
ducing butter every bit as good as that of 
the creameries. 

“The stoppage of beet growing, which 
was a fairly large industry here, has 
caused further hardship. At last year's 
prices beet was a paying crop, but that 
has gone now, and there is nothing to 
take its place. 


QUESTION OF TARIFFS. 


“ There should certainly be a tariff on 
bacon, and prohibition of the “mport of 
foreign oats. We are producing more oats 
than would be sufficient for this country 
without importing, and at the present 
time it is cheaper to buy them than to 
grow them.” 

To my suggestion that it might be worth 
while to give up growing them and con- 
centrate entirely on _  live-stock, thus 
benefiting from the cheap feeding stuffs, 
Mr. Doyle responded that very few classes 
of stock would do all through the winter. 
“ And if our land goes out of tillage,”’ 
he demanded, ‘‘ what is to happen to the 
poor farm labourer?

‘“ The cost of labour is more than double 
what it was before the war. Then I got 
men for ten shillings a week. Now ‘hey 
cost between twenty and twenty-five 
shillings. And they have a struggle, of 
course, on that.” 

Mr. Deyle is not a believer in green 
vegetable growing. There was no market 
for them, he declared positively. With 
regard to potatoes, he said that there had 
been good crops this year, where the blight 
had not affected them, but while the re 
tailers were selling them at 1s. 4d. a stone, 
the farmers were getting through their 
co-operative organisations only £5 a ton. 

'“One thing that will help nos,, if it 
comes,” he said, ‘is tariff reform in 
England, with taxes on food, and pre- 
ference on Empire products. That seems 
to be coming nearer, but .apart from that 
I see no hopeful sign. The situation has

have to be made. There will be numerous 
dismissals of railway employés, who will, as 
far as possible, be provided with alternative 
employment .on road motor services. Goods 
trains will be run by day instead of by night. 
Stations will be closed down, as well as many 
sections of lines that are at present uneconomic 
in working. Passenger trains will be pro- 
vided with ticket-checkers, who will accom- 
pany the trains to their destination, and thus 
the necessity for station masters and porters 
at the smaller stations will be obviated. Road 
transport will.” he continued, “ be controlled 
and co-ordinated as far as possible with rail 
transport, hunt there will be no interference 
with the vested interests in road motor haul- 
age undertakings, which have grown up and 
developed in recent years. Restrictions will, 
however. have to he placed mm ‘undertakings 
of the kind-contemplated in the fature. .

ay dividends is generally reflected 

in the Stock Exchange prices of the Ordinary 
shares or stock of the company. 

Measured by this standard, the confideace 
of investors in the Free State in the ability 
of the Free State railway directors to earn 
dividends on the Ordinary and Preference 
Stocks of the two chief Free State railways 
has, indeed, fallen very low. In 1925 one 
hundred pounds’ worth of Great Southern 
Ordinary Stock stood at £38, and Great 
Northern at £58. To-day either of these 
stocks can be purchased for £11. This alarm- 
Ing decline in value is undoubtedly the 
result of the enormons decline in railway 
revenue which has been in operation since 
1924, and still continues. Recently published. 
statistics show that, for the first. thirty-six 
weeks of the current year, the receipts 
(excluding road transport receipts) of the two 
big railways in this country have dropped by 
£276,000 as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1950. When apportioned, this 
decline is equivalent to a dividend of three 
per cent. on Great Southern Ordinary Stock 
and of one per cent. on Great Northern Ordi- 
nary Stock.

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PRISON DIET 
CHANGED. 


WASTE: AND EXCESS 
ELIMINATED. 


ALL PRISONERS GIVEN 
SAME TREATMENT.

ITH a view to eliminating waste, I was 
W officially informed yesterday, the 
Free State Department of Justice has 
revised the diet of prison inmates. The 
revision. includes the substitution of mar- 
garine for butter, except in. the case of 
prisoners who are patients in the prison hos- 
ital. 
: The official reason given for the change is 
that the diet was found on review to be 
wasteful and excessive, 

It is denied, however, that the milk ration 
has been stopped, or that the change in diet 
is intended as a special penalty for. ‘* polli- 
tical ’’ prisoners, 

‘There is no question in Free State 
prisons of discrimination against prisoners for 
either their social or political “standing,” I 
was told, ‘‘and the prison authorities are 
not concerned with the offences which in- 
mates have committed. Their obligation is 
merely to see that the sentence imposed by 
the court—a certain period of hard labour or 
of simple imprisonment, as the case might be 
—is carried out.” 

With régard to solitary confinement, it was 
stated that no such penalty obtatned in the 
Free State, and that, so far as.was known, 
the system had been abolished in England 
many years ago. There was 4 system of 
confinement to cells, but when this acted 
injuriously on health the prisoner was re- 


moved from his cell. 

No prisoners in the Free State are under 
going that punishment at present. 
prisoners in Mountjov, however, are. refusing 
to take exercise, and Í was told, with regard 
to these, that the Department does not, feel 
called upon to do anvthing.

If, however, the weather is 
had, and the field feeding deficient, they 
must get hand feeding, as they 
should not get out of condition. A 
meat daily will help them, and a 
hempseed occasionally in wet weather. 
(‘are must be taken with the old stock 
turkeys, which may now be moulting. 
Keep them from rain, and during wet 
weather confine them in sheds where they 
will get a little sun. Feed generously and 
let them have a daily allowance of meat.
